THE KINGSTON HOMICIDE.

The Story Conmectimg Drmcom Amdrews
with Amother Murder,

The Kingston correspondent of the New York
Tritmne, on Auguse 4, writes as (tllows'—

“Jt he who sent Tor Puivavevviia Teus-
orarn a special despatch—which said ‘that this
neighborhood hns now suother srmeation over
whut is alleged, and very generally believed, to
be anoither erime of a murderous charucter
commlited by the same highly respected Deacon,’
and then went on te state thay it was beheved
that hie bad caused the desbh of n mill operative
whote ekeleton had been foond —based his
reputation on the exclugive lacts thus for-
wiuroed to thut sticet, theo his fsture chances
ol suceess ure decidealy proolematical, and
he had better leave the ficld to mwen of less
sensation talent, and with a vein of practicality
whicno leads them o examine 4 s10ry 10 As00T-
tain whether 82 has a geqblavee of truth before
they enuse it publication. This correspoudent,
who seems less trastworthy than the most ‘un-
reliable contrabana’ that dgured in the war ol
the Rebeigon, elosid his desputch in these
worls:—'Whether or not nuything tangible will
come out of this skelerton discovery will be dis-
covered ot the trinl in Oclober; but I will cer-
taiuly add greatly to the inierost of this rémark-
able cuse, sud probably lead many to believe
thut Andrews is resliy guiliy ol double murder,”
It secms Lhat the geotlemen baviog cherge of
the case did not deem 1t necessary to wait till
October to sce it anytbing ‘tangible would come
on',! but they immedintety investigated the mut-
teor to find, as everybody expected, thut the skele-
t.n atory, 2o far as it relaten to Deacon Andrews,
wis wholly without foundation. True, s skele-
ton was found, but it required o very loog
etreteh of the imagination to cover it with the
musctes and adipose matter of a mill operative
of Deucon Andrews’ time, and 1t 18 generally
believed 10 be that of an old man who dizap-
penred many years ago—fjost bow his earthly
career wis terminated not bewng known., Toere
i# no evidence that he was foully dealt with,
and not the most remote snspicion can be al-
tuched to the Deacon. aud that he had anyibing
to do with this dissppearance s simply pre-
posterous, Thure are weak-minded gossips and
starving ponny-a-liners enough 10 iuvest the
bones of a cat with all the mystery of a first-
¢lnss homicide, if such remains of a tabby were
found iu this vicinivy at the present time; but
the prosecutors ntlege only one murder, thut of
Mr. Holmes, with which they ure content.

There are & few new 1acts concerning Descon
Audrews, which are ol general joterest, and it
may be well to bere correct an error which oc-
curred in the account of the tragedy furnished
severel weeks since by tuwe writer, It was
siated thut small bonches of the hair of Deacon
Andrews were found io the pockets and on the
buttons of the clotbing of Mr, Holmes, The
bulr was from the head of the murdered man,
ard not from that of the accosed; aud it will
be seon ut once that it is san important point,
as Lhe Ueacon in his confession stated that be
hit Mr. Holmes with a stone, and knew nothing
more uptil he found himself washing
hs hands in the pond or brook, He
b ars hus confinement with grent fortitude, has n
good appetite, snd is i pood healtn. It is
well known that his mother and grandmoiher
were insane, apd the report that he tned to
feign iusamty was correct. He gave prople to
understand that he had *‘an upper chamber to
Tet:” but those - charge, who were watching
fur such things, threw out preity broad hints
covcerning & dungeou aud closer contnewent,
and he regained the fall possession of his senses
fu a remiarkably short fpuoe of time, Hisinvalid
wite is in about the same stare of henlth as was
remarkoed at the time of the tragedy, and bears
her doable afihetior with the resignation of a
true  Chrnstian, 8She I8 sapported and
cheered by knd friends, but it the trisl
culminates in a death seutence, as every-
body expeets it will, the shock will be
probably more than bher weak physical
orghniantion can bewr with safety, and her
friends tear the result. If the Deacon does not
rel uguish s elaim to the property ol Mr,
Holmes, the will made in his favor by the latter
will be unte<ted by the relatives of the mur-
dered man, but the resuit of the trial will have
Al important beariog upon this part of the case,

A lew days ago two horses, owned by
Tsuuc W, Baleh, broke into u fleld of corn owned
by Ziba Plum'ey, aoing consideratile dumage,
and &5 & cousequence the animals were jm-
pounded. Disinterested pergons were asppointed
10 appralze the damages, which they were en-
gaged in doing on Baturday afternoon, in ¢oum-
pouy  with George Butlerily, u son-in-
iaw  of Pluwley, when they wWere  sap-
proached by Balech and  John  Gilman
gud his son, Johu Gilman, Jr. Some words
followed between Baleh and the Glimans om
one side apd butterfly on the otber, as o the
merits of the question under apprilsal, whica
they seemed to settle, and gli started toward the
roud, distant gboet thuty rods, neariog which
Baleh apd Barterty shonk hands, the Intter re-
murking that he was “‘willing to let by-gounes be
by-gones,” and thut he would “staud the drinks
for iue crowd,” With tnis explanation Bafter-
fiy started lor the house of Lis [utbern i-lax to
get o pint of rom with which o keep good his
irtmise,.

DISASTER.

Teorrible Explosion im Alexandria, Va.—
Bevem Mem Serlously Isjured,

The Washington HErpress of last evening

snys:—About 6 o'clock yesterday eveoing, the
steam engine Augusts, belonging to the local
traias between Alexandria and thls aily, ex-
ploded her boiler while waiting for the freight
tiain ot the corner of Duke and Henry streets,
the stesm standing at one hundrel and thirly
pounds, and four ganges of water, The engino
wis blown to atoms, portions ol it beipe carried
eeveral pquares in every d rection, A section of
the borler was blown through the house of P.
Ketr'gan, Exq., inthe vicinity, carrying away the
corner of 1, erscking nnd shatlerine the walls
uwud windows very badly. P. O'Neills restan-
runt on the opposite corner, was demolished in
the rear portion, but fortunately the inmates
sustained no injory, slthough thelr peril was

5 A child's enrriage stonding near the enviue,
with a child o i, was crusted o pieces, but the
child providentinlly escaped with very slight
fnjuries, and was rescued by Dr, SBuowden, of
the Gazet ¢ entirely unconscions of the daneer
it had escaped, Had the explosion taksu piace
ten minutes later the loss of life wonld have
been 'rigbtiul, as the enpgine would bave been
attnehed to the train contsinivg the throagh
Southern passengers northward., Oulysix oper-
sons were seriously ipjured—John Feld, nezro,
supposed mortally, his wound being a bad Irac-
ture ot the skall: Chorles Joyce, engipesr,
gl ghtly in the forehead and both thighe; William
G. Jasper, a boy fourteen years of ave, a right
arm broken; Jobhu Roby, fireman, in the foie-
hend and leg, and & wegro girl sand woman
scalded by the escapive steam, Fora time the
excltement and nlarm was very great, but wheo
it woe sscertained that the accideuts were so
few and shght the tumult sbated. svd the crowd
drawn to the spot by the occurrence leit for
their homes and places of business,

THE SEA BIRD.

Denscent of a Diver and the Discovery of
the HHull,

The Chicago Republican of Augnst 4 snys:—
Nearly tour monihs ago, in the cold, gray
dawn of & pititess April moroning, the smoulder-
ivg, blackened bull of that which o few hours
before had been a staunch steamer drified o
helpless wreck upon the icy waters of Lake
Michigan, and seou sack forever inlo ils
chilling embrace. Almost one hundred souls
went ont that morning to meet their Oreator,
and of the poor spirmt-deserted tenements of
clay left floating upon the surface, or sinking
lnto the deep dark depihs of the lake, only ene
has as yet been recovered. Until withun a few
duys, no steps have been taken towards ex-
smining the fate of the dl-tuted Sea Bird,

Last cubbath wmorning the propeller G, J.
Truesdell, bLelonging to the Goodrich line,
seamed from this city to the closing scenes of
thut tearful disaster, and on arriving there,
goundings were made lor some signsof the
sunken boat. It was found lying fu the same
epot where it has lain since it went down, about
three-fourths of & mile from snore, and some
four miles this side of Wankegan.

An expert diver had been taken on board the
Truesdell, und, having made the uecessary ar-
ranegements, he was lowered to the wreck. He
bad been below but & few moments when he
made siens to bave a stout line let down to
him, and this being done, oune end of it was
mwade fast to the iron safe of the Sea Bird,
which was soon landed ou the deck of the
Trucsdell.  Tne diver retarnipg, reported the
sunken vessel to be lying partially on her side,
broken in twain about midships, aod that aiter
u cureful gearch he had been unable to tind any
bodies. The safe was broken oprn, and dis-
covercd to he entirely empty, the terrible heat
of the burning bost having entirely consumed
all the papers, including the passenger list,
stored in it, and thus deswroying every clue as
to the exact number who perished, The site
iselt 12 nuthing Dut a stout irow box, intended
to be burglar-proof, but not made to stand
extreme beat, It is badly rusted nud batt-red,
and now hes just ont=ide the office ol the Good-
rich huoe, near Rush sueet bridge,

Having tinirhed the examination of the safe.
the diver was let down for the second time and

| attached the line to the auchor of the Sea Bird,

which was nlro bauled on board the propeller.
Further investigation was brought to 4 closu by
the rising of o high wind, and the Troe:dell
returned to thi= eity, Therels a probability
that the search will be continued at some future
doy, though the certainty of not being able to
dircover anyihing additonsl concerning the
number and names of the lost will tend some-
what to deter turther ingnirg. Thera can be no
store: of value leit upon her, and as the bodies
ol those passcopgers that were carried dowsn
wilh the boat have all been washed away, there
is little left upon the sunken Lulk of the ill
fated Bea Bird to tempt continued investigation,

THE MORNING STAR.

Reappearanmce of the Sunken Steamer,
Tue Detrolt Advertiser of August 4 says:—
Before the close of the present week iv is

Lighly probuble the hull of the ill-fated steamer
Morning Stur, which was la'ely sunk by collision
with the bargue Cortlavdt, will have been raised
irom lher bed in the bottom of Lake Erie. and
plsced io Campbell, Owen & Co.'s dry dock, in
this city, where she 18 to be repaired, On Friday
lust her bows were ralsed entirely out of the
water, 80 a8 to exoose n portion of the eneine
room, and the bull was dragg«d by the North-
west 0 distunce of twenty or thirty teet, with
the hope that the motion might cause the stern
part to come to the surtace. It did not, how-
ever; the steamer’s hal) remained in the mad,
and the fuct vecessitated the employmeot of
additional Buoys to ralse her entirely,

The nppearsnce of the wreck—as much of it
ns can be seen—is that of great destruction, und
the luct of her goiug down so soon atter the
collision iz now en=tly accounted tor. Her
slem, including the foreloot, desd-wood, plaLks
und timbers, for a digtaoce of twenly or twenty-
five feer, is eéntirely toru away, leavieg a tre.
mevdous hele throogh which the waer must
have poured with fearful velooity. Lt is possible,
however, that the steamer mey have struck
henvily on her nose when she pesohed the
bottom, which would ald materially in displae
ing ber timbers, «Her npper works are pretuy
gepernlly smashed up, but have been held to the
muin purt of the ghip by the rudder chinins. The
air in the cabin becoming cowpressed as the
steamer went down, seems to bave had much o
do with breaking them uop, auvd it 15 possible
the holl muy bave been sunilarly - atfocted
When she is fully ralsed, however, this will be
fully determived, The steamer's engine does
no! appear to hnve been injured wueh, Hoer
boflers are budly damaged. Tue hot plates hav-
lne come suddenly in coutact with the cold
wiler, contricied greatly, and alded by the
fmmwense presaure of the water, were dentel
inwardly and broken in several places. This
discovery wius made by an attempt Lo pump air
into them Lo exclude the water and make them
sid In buoylvg up the hall,

of artllery, noder the command of some com-
petent officer, with orders to eo-operate with
me in repressing disorder and vialones, arresting
crimivals, aond proweting the ofticers of the
law in trying them; the breaking up of all
secret  politienl orgunizatiens, and a few
exumples of condign punishment of offenders
will secure peace ju the Swate, a8 soon us the
great exeltoment stienaing the present politioal
cnmpaign 8 over.

Ohrist Chareh (Headimg) Conssoration—
Divinlion af the Deoovese, Kto,
Sprcial Desputeh o The Bvening Tewgraph,

Ruaping, Aug. 6,—In oor report of the Convo.
cation here yesterday we were compelled to be
very brief. The programme of the consecration
of Christ Church was as follows:—

Hew. J. P. Lundy, rector of the Parish, read
the request to consecrate; the Rev. J. M. Childs,
the Bishop's Secreiary, read the sentence ol
consecration; morning prayer was =ald to the
lessous by Rev. J. 8. Gelz, of Mahanoy Cily;
legsons were read by Rev. A, Wadleigh, of Wil-
llameport; Nicene Creed to the Litany by Rev.
Mr, 8hinn, of Lock Haven; Litany recited by
Kev, Mr. Coleman, of Mauch Chunk. The
Bishop was assisted in the administration of the
Holy Communion by the Rev, Messrs, Lightner
Wadleigh, and Brush,

The sermon by the Bishop was one of his
most elogquent and entirely successfal efforts,

Immedintely niter the close of Divine service
the Clergy aud Lay Depaties present, convened
in the Session Koom, 11 the rear of the chucch,
and organized as B conventipn, with Ht. Rev.
Birhop Stevens in the coslr. .

The =ubject of the division of the Dioce<e was
{hen taken vp. After a briel consideration of
the question, the convention adjourned until 3
o'clock m the atternsen,

A most harmonious and plensant interchanee
of views and sentiments then took place. The
severnl Clergy sud Luy Deputies present made
nddrosses,

Tue seutiment of those present secmed to be
almost unanimous as to the desirabl=ness and
practicsbiliiy of the division ol the dioc=#e on
the line adopted by the (last annual Convention,
held in 1 be ity of Philadelphia, This proposes
to set off the fonrieen eastern counties into a
new diocese,

Vaurious measures to secure the success of the
division were gogeested, but the returns from
the parishes mterested are far from favorable,
It 18 beheved, bowever, thut if the vowee of the
Church could be beard, and its sense fully gath-
ered, the result would be very different,

The Bishop was requested to give his jodg-
ment in reference o the question, when he re-
spouded in an address of great clearness and
gwoetnoess, He reenrded the divlsion of the dio-
cese by the fourteen county line as judiclons
and desiranle, The bram work of the Diocesan
18 oo much tor any one map, and ts pressure
upon him bad weil nigh oost him his lite, and
even now he is enabled to pursue hisduties only
by the most caretul prudevce,

As you have the territory, #ald the bishop,
the panshes, the clergy, the communicants, the
wenith, I do hope you will form this new dio-
cese, | cinnot believe yon are unable to sup-
port it, Avd although there now loom up some
great obstacles, once commitied to division you
would develop among yourselves an amouut of
evergy which would onrry success, and io five
years hence you would bless God that you had
ngreed to the division of 1his great dioceso,

From these¢ and other considerntions he elo-
quently guve it as his judement that the pro-
posed division is highly proper and full of pro-
mice for the tutore of the Church, If the whole
Chureh could have heard his address, we think
tbere could be but one opinion about division,

The following was then adopted,
